tee.” 
DiSalle said O’Neill accepted the 
support of Presser and his associ­ 
ates in 1956 after Presser claimed 
protection of the fifth amendment 
during a Congressional sub commit­ 
tee hearing in Clev eland two years 
earlier. Presser recently used the 
fifth amendment in refusing to 
answer questions b y the McClellan 
Committee in Washington inv esti­ 
gating lab or racketeering. 
Dwelling on the 1956 campaign, 
DiSalle said Presser “not only en­ 
dorsed my opponent, b ut led the 
mov ement to secure the endorse­ 
ment of the Ohio Federation of 
Lab or as well as the Clev eland 
Federation of Lab or.” 
DiSalle reported that Finnegan 
at the time told the Clev eland Fed­ 
eration of Lab or O’Neill had said 
he “did not think lab or needed a 
right-to-work b ill.” The Democrat 
nominee said Finnegan also re­ 
ported that O’Neill promised lab or 
"a potent v oice in the selection of 
a director of industrial relations.” 
O’Neill has made lab or contract 
regulation a major issue of his 
re-election campaign, b ut request­ 
ed that the GOP state platform 
remain neutral.

31, 1958, after William Presser had 
been again subpenaed for testi­ 
mony by the McClellan Commit­ 
tee.” 
DiSaile said O’Neill accepted the 
support of Presser and his associ­ 
ates in 1956 after Presser claimed 
protection of the fifth amendment 
during a Congressional subcommit­ 
tee hearing in Cleveland two years 
earlier. Presser recently used the 
fifth amendment in refusing to 
answer questions by the McClellan 
Committee in Washington investi­ 
gating labor racketeering. 
Dwelling on the 1956 campaign, 
DiSaile said Presser “ not only en­ 
dorsed my opponent, but led the 
movement to secure the endorse­ 
ment of the Ohio Federation of 
Labor as well as the Cleveland 
Federation of Labor.” 
DiSaile reported that Finnegan 
at the time told the Cleveland Fed­ 
eration of Labor O’Neill had said 
he “did not think labor needed a 
right to-wc>rk bill.” The Democrat 
nominee said Finnegan also re­ 
ported that O’Neill promised labor 
” • potent voice in the selection of 
a director of industrial relations.” 
O'Neill has made labor contract 
regulation a major issue of his 
re election campaign, but request­ 
ed that the GDP state platform 
remain neutral.

Pakistan Chief

KARACHI, 
Pakistan 
(A P) — 
President Iskander Mirza ruled 
Pakistan under m artial law today 
after abolishing the governm ent to 
clear the way for writing a new 
constitution. 
Mirza pledged Pakistan to hon­ 
or all international commitment*. 
The nation has a m utual defenae 
treaty with the United States and 
belongs to two anti-Communist al­ 
liances, the Baghdad Pact and the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza­ 
tion. 
Mirza, a 59 -y ear-old form er m a­ 
jor general, took over Tuesday 
with strong criticism of politicians 
who have led Pakistan from one 
political crisis to another since 
the British separated the Moslem 
nation from India in 1947. The 
President outlawed political par­ 
ties. 
He 
nam ed 
Gen. 
Mohammed 
Ay ub Khan, com m ander in chief 
of the Pakistani arm y , as chief

Mirza annulled the constitution, 
dissolved the central and provin­ 
cial governments and abolished 
the national and provincial assem ­ 
blies. The two provinces of Pakis­ 
tan, separated by 900 miles of In­ 
dia, contain about 8 1 million per­ 
sons. 
The President said he would 
call together “ a num ber of pa­ 
triotic persons to examine prob­ 
lems in the political field and de­ 
vise a constitution more suitable 
to the genius of the Moslem peo­ 
ple.”

Russia is n ow d eman d in g that the for­ 
eign min isters of the Un ited States, Britain 
an d the Soviet Un ion meet in Gen eva on 
October 31 to n egotiate a ban on n uclear 
tests “immed iately” an d “forever.” 
To emphasize its proposal, the Rus­ 
sian s set off several n ew hyd rogen blasts, 
the first sin ce last sprin g, when Moscow 
an n oun ced a suspen sion of such tests. 
Nobod y is in a better position than the 
Russian s to kn ow why this proposal is un ­ 
realistic an d why it is un likely to be agreed 
to. 
Negotiation of a n uclear test suspen sion 
is certain to be a lon g, ard uous an d time- 
con sumin g un d ertakin g. It will require the 
complete an d con stan t atten tion of the 
men who en gage in the d iscussion s. Yet, 
largely as a result of Soviet an d Commu* 
n ist Chin ese con n ivin g, Washin gton an d to 


a lesser exten t other Western capitals have 
their han d s full coun terin g red moves in 
both the F ar East an d the Mid d le East. 
If the Soviet lead ers are r e a l l y con ­ 
vin ced that a n uclear test ban is the most 
urgen t of all in tern ation al problems, they 
can show their sin cerity by clearin g the 
d ecks for such a con feren ce. Let them 
cease for the time bein g stirrin g up strife 
in the Mid d le East an d let them stop en ­ 
couragin g the Commun ist Chin ese to con ­ 
tin ue an d expan d military activities in the 
Formosa Strait. 
On ce relieved of these commun ist-creat­ 
ed worries, man y officials of free world 
govern men ts would n o d oubt be glad , as 
well as able, to d evote their full atten tion 
to the n egotiation of an agreemen t on fu­ 
ture n uclear testin g.

Longer Hospital Stay Urged

When gran d ma had a baby she 
probably was con fin ed to her hos­ 
pital bed for two weeks, but times 
hava chan ged . Now n ew mothers 
gen erally are out of bed the d ay 
followin g the birth. 
Man y hospitals — probably most 
of them — suggest that the n ew 
mothers go home on about the fifth 
d ay. 
Gran d ma n ever w o u l d have 
heard of such a thin g. There is 
some logic in her old -fashion ed 
ways. 
Most of you n ew mothers, I 
kn ow, are an xious to get home. 
When your d octor tells you to 
leave the ho&pital with your five- 
d ay-old in fan t you are excited an d 
wan t to take off right away. May­ 
be it would be better if you stayed 
for an other d ay or two. 
I realize how crowd ed hospitals 
are these d ays. Matern ity space in 
some of them is at a premium. 
But let’s be selfish for a bit. Thin k 
about yourself, n ot about someon e 
else. 
Just imagin e what those first 
few weeks at home will be like. 
There won ’t be much rest for you, 
especially if you have other youn g­ 
sters. 
Why n ot lin ger a little lon ger in 
the hospital where you can get 
some much-n eed ed rest? 
If you 
can stay a week or 10 d ays with­ 
out causin g too much strain on the 
family bud get, why n ot d o It? 
Your d octor, as a rule, will ex­ 
amin e you before you leave the 


can an d can ’t d o. If ha d oesn ’t, aek 
him. 
At the same time, he will ar­ 
ran ge for your post partum visit. 
This is a trip to hia office for a 
checkup about six weeks after the 
birth of the baby. 
This examin ation is importan t. 
Don ’t thin k that just because ev­ 
erythin g seems to be goin g alon g 
all right that you n eed n 't bother 
with K. You an d your d octor wan t 
to make sure that everythin g is 
just as right an d bright aa it may 
seem. Besid es, this checkup prob­ 
ably it in clud ed in his bill an yway. 
There are specific exercises you 
can perform to help you get back 
in to shape more quickly, if your 


d octor recommen d s them. If he 
d oesn ’t, you probably won ’t n eed 
them.

Reds Should Clear the Decks 


Russia is now demanding that the for­ 
eign ministers of the United States, Britain 
and the Soviet Union meet in Geneva on 
October 31 to negotiate a ban on nuclear 
tests "immediately” and "forever.” 
To emphasize its proposal, the Rus­ 
sians set off several new hydrogen blasts, 
the first since last spring, when Moscow 
announced a suspension of such tests. 
Nobody is in a better position than the 
Russians to know' why this proposal is un­ 
realistic and why it is unlikely to be agreed 
to. 
Negotiation of a nuclear test suspension 
is certain to be a long, arduous and time­ 
consuming undertaking. It will require the 
complete and constant attention of the 
men who engage in the discussions. Yet, 
largely as a result of Soviet and Commu­ 
nist Chinese conniving, Washington and to 


a lesser extent other Western capitals have 
their hands full countering red moves in 
both the Far East and the Middle East. 
If the Soviet leaders are r e a l l y con­ 
vinced that a nuclear test ban is the most 
urgent of all international problems, they 
can show their sincerity by clearing the 
decks for such a conference. Let them 
cease for the time being stirring up strife 
in the Middle East and let them stop en­ 
couraging the Communist Chinese to con­ 
tinue and expand military activities in the 
Formosa Strait. 
Once relieved of these communist-creat­ 
ed worries, many officials of free world 
governments would no doubt be glad, as 
well as able, to devote their full attention 
to the negotiation of an agreement on fu­ 
ture nuclear testing.

“ Rig hts enjoy ed for 150 y ears 
shou ld not be taken away by any ­ 
one. Those rig hts inclu de the rig ht 
to worship, to speak, to assemble 
tog ether, and to work as one 
chooses. Those rig hts cannot be 
taken away by g ov ernment itaelf 
or by any indiv idu al. 
“When y ou increase the power 
of g ov ernment or the power of 
minority g rou ps y ou su ppress in­ 
div idu al rig hts that mu ch more. 
That kind of power is not to be 
tolerated." 
So far in his campaig n the Re­ 
pu blican candidate has not taken 
a formal stand on Issu e No. 2, 
a proposal to reg u late labor con­ 
tracts t h r ou g h amendment of 
the Ohio constitu tion.
